New York, Bept. 16—~The Japaness
minister has réecommenied, says a Her-
ald dymtch from Seoul, Korea, that
his government lmmedintely undertake
the construction of a rallway from
Seoul to Gensan under milltarvy engl-
neets a8 A war nfeasure, The Jap-
anese hold no concession for this line,
but under the terms of the Japanese-
Korean protocol signed In Febifuary of
this year, they can clalm the right for
strateglc purposes.

The milway, once nld, may later be
operated a® a  commercial venture,
greatly assisting In the development
and colonization plans for the Korean
peninsuln.  The
roitroad connecting Fusin with  Ma-
sampho was commenced a4 week ago
under Japanese military engineers.
